Tue longer President Cleveland’s retalia- 
tion meseage has time to cool the more it be- 
comes apparent that in issuing it he has out- 
witted himself. He has asked for and been 
promptly aecorded powers which, if he uses 
them, will have avery injurous effect upon 
important commercial interests in hie own 
country and it is now proven will have the 
directly opposite effect upen Canada and 
Britain to that intended. Besides, he has 
asked from congress and been accorded 
power to close the navigation of St. Clair flats 


canal which isin Canadian territory This 


would bean actof warfrom which even 
-at-any-price men in Canada and 
ritain could not and would not flinch, and 
which the United States with all the bluster 
ol its congressmen is not prepared to face. 
The provisions of the retaliation bill re- 
cently passed by the U. S. congress are sum- 
marized by Bradstreet's as follows: This 
bill provides that whenever the president 
deems it his duty to exercise any of the 
powers given him by the existizg non-inter- 
course act he shall have the power by pro- 
clamation to suspend in whole or in part the 
transportation across the territory of the 
United States, in bond and without the pay- 
ment of duty, of goods, wares and merchan- 
dise imported or exported from any foreign 
country from or to the British dominions of 
North America. It also authorizes: che pre- 
sident whenever he shall be satisfied that any 
discrimination detrimental to the interests 
of the United States or if its citizens is made 
in the use of any of the Canadian canals to 
issue « proclamation to that effect, and pro- 
vides that in such case a toll of 20 cents a 
ton shall be collected on every foreign vessel 
and hercargo passing through either the 
Sault St. Marie or St. Clair Flats Canals, or 
that the president may in his discretion pro- 
3 the use of those canals to foreign 
vessels.”

Minnesota. It is also certain that it has not 
struck the crop along the North Saskatche- 
wan from Prince Albert to Edmonton. This 
brings out clearly the fact that the more 
northerly latitude of the Saskatchewan 
valley does not carry with it an increased 
difficulty in wheat growing over that exist- 
ing in Dakota, Minnesota or Manitoba. Ever 


since it wat decided to run the C. P. R. by 


the southern route there haa been a grand 
anited attempt on the part of the railway 
company, the Canadian government, the 
party papers, the real estate boomers, etc., 
etc., as well as the people actually settled 
along the railway line, to belittle the advant. 
ages of the north country and to keep its 
superiority as a field for settlement out of 
sight. The result is that instead of the vari- 
ed attractions of the Saskatchewan region 
having helped to swell the immigrant arriv- 
als in the Northwest during the past seven 
years they have been of no value for that 
purpose. If an immigrant enquired concern- 
ing the Saskatchewan country there were

Farming for a livelihood has 
been carried on at Prince Albert, B .toleford 


and Edmonton at least since 1878, This is 


long enough to place the question of ite 
practicability beyond doubt. That there 
have been cases of summer frosts in these 
years and partial failures of crop must be 
admitted, but not more than ie the fate uf any 
newly sectled country in a northern latitude 
before close settlement and cultivation have 
done their work. Not more—uor as much —as 
has been the case in Manitoba, Minnesota 
In these localities before the 
grain for export became a factor in the 
world’s supply, when the whule population 
was united us one man to praise the yoou 
aud conceal the evil of the cuuntry,the vecus- 
ional miefortunes from which they suffercu 
were kept trom public view. But now when 
the world is interested in the Manitoba 
wheat crop concealment is no iouger possi- 
ble—lying has no longer any effect. Indeed, 
there is no doubt that an exagerated idea 
of the damage done by the frost is now pre 
valent in the east, which wiil have a serious 
effect in detering immigration, as it wil 
give grounds for the belief that Manitoba is 
too far north. People will get the notion 
that instead of the srost arising from local 
causes itis a result of the spread of the 
Arctic region, of which the saskatchewan 
was formerly declared to be the southern 
boundary, southward. There is just one 
way by which the Manitoba people can prove 
that the froste of this summer are local and 
exceptional and not general and usual and 
that is by giving every possible prominence 
to the fact that inthe Saskatchewan there 
has been an abundant and uutrosted crop, 
and not only inthe haskatchewan but at 
Lac la Biche on the waters of the McKenzie 
in latitude 55, on Peace river in latitude 56 
and at Vermilion in latitude 58, and perhaps 
at Fort Liard in latitude 60. And turtuer 
that not only has there bee good crops this 
year but that for as many years as crops 


have been tried their success has been quite 
equal tothat attained in more southern 
latitudes. By making known tLe advantages 
of the Saskatchewan country the Manitoba 
people can pull themselves out of the hole 
into which they have this year fallen; as 
they cannot by attempting to conzeal the 
losses they have suffered or by attempting 
to make out that other localities are as badly 
on The point to be insisted upon is that 
‘ the Northwest’ ie so vast in extent and of 


such varied and yet such excellent features, 
that it is not subject to general calamity 
from any cause in any season; and above all 
that no part of the Fertile Belt is too far 
north for successful agriculture,

Presipext CLEVELAND'S proposed retalia · 
tion measure does not appear to be nearly 
as serious an affair as it was at first thought 
to be, at lea t for the Northwest. It pre- 
vents the carrying of goods in bond from 
any foreign country to Canada or from Can- 
ada to any foreign country across the terri- 
tory ofthe United States. This does not 
prevent the carrying of goods from one part 
of Canada to another across United States 
territory, and therefore does not cut Mani- 
toba off from the benefits of railway competi- 
tion through the United States. In thatcase 
retaliation has no terrors for the Northwest. 
The only part of Canadian trade that it 
would affect would be the part using the 
ports of New York, Boston and Portland for 
export and import. True the bulk of Cana- 
dian trade is at present carried on by way of 
these ports especially in winter, for the 
reasons that the chief Canadian summer port 
of Montreal has no* at present adequate facili- 
ties for handling the whole of it and that the 
winter ports of St. John and Halifax are 
somewhat further by rail froin the main 
centres of Canadian population then the U. 
8. ports mentioned, and besides lack. facili- 
ties to a greater extent then Montreal. To 
compel all Canadian fereign trade to seek 
the summer port of Montreal would cause 
some inconvenience for a time until the 
facilities had grown—as they certainly would 
to the measure of the trade; as they now 
cannot for the lack of the trade which has be- 
come established by way of the United 
States ports. As a port, simply, Montreal 
has the advantage for Canada in point of 
distance over any of the United States ports. 
Not only has it this: advantage in regard to 
Canadian trade but it has an equally yreat 
advantage regarding the trade of the north- 
ert parts of Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Dakota, Montana, Washington 
and Oregon which ; finds its shortest route 
across Canadian territory.

and Portland. This is the worst thut retalia- 
tion as at present proposed can do ayainst 
us. If the loyalty of the Lorthern tier of the 
Northwestern States to the Union impels 
them tostand the shipment. of their winter 
trade south of the lakes, at least 300 miles of 
u longer haul than through Canada, the 
loyalty of Canadians to. their own country 
should impel them to accept of the 300 miles 
longer winter haul around the northern part 
of the State of Maine, rather than surrender 
their commercial independence or one jot of 
their rights.

The strength of the political parties in the 
Manitoba legislature 1s very fluctwating.

On 
the dismissal of aucitor Nursey two mem, 
bers of the opposition, Messrs Wood and 
O'Malley, voted with the government,leaving 
Mr. Norquay the leader of a party of three. 

Winnipeg Commerical, September 10: 
“Samples of new wheat so far received by 
dealers are mostly of good quality, gradinx 
extra Manitoba hard, and No. 1 had. This 
however, does not mean that the bulk of the 
wheat will come up to the standard. 
Though there will bea large quantity of 
sound wheat, of high grades, yet it is now 
known thac there will be a considerable per 
centage of damaged wheat in some sections.” 

A revised statement published by the gov- 
erument shows that for the last fiscal year 
there is a deficit of 833,000 in the Dominion 
Treasury, and not a surplus of $3,000,000 as 
recently stated in the government returns. 
The national debt of the Dominion is placed 
at $285,000,000, or #60 per capital of popula: 
tion, an a increase of $12,000,000 during the 
year. As compared with the debt five yeare 
ago there has been an increase of 42 per 
cevt. 

Bradstreet’s asserts that from one fourth 
to three fourths of the men employed in the 
United States fishing fleets,from the captains 
down, about whose right to fish in Canadian 
waters do much political capital is attempted 
to be made, are Canadians, of the Maritime 
provinces, who engage on the U. 8. fishing 
vessels inthe summer and return to Canada 
in the fall to spend their carninus. It quotes 
from the Boston Journal: ‘Thus it will be 
seen that it is in a dexree true that our New 
England fishing fleet is training sailors, not 
for service under the stars and stripes but 
under the ensign of a nation which regards 
the United States as its bitterest commercial 
rival.” 

The Calgary Herald wants a government 
experimental farm for Alberta. It says: A 
wreat drawback to the agricultural develop- 
ment of Alberta is the lack of practical farm- 
ers. A large proportion of our settlers are 
gentleman immigrants, who, possessed of 
enterprise and energy, lack the necessary 
experience. Owing to this the resnits of 
many of the farining operations conducted 
in the country cannot be taken as standards 
to base theories upon. A model farm would 
be invaluable to this important class, and as 
an educator alone would repay any expendi- 
ture upon it.“ Will the Herald kindly sub. 
stitute the word “Calgary” for the word 
“Alberta” in the foregoing. The Herald 
man is too fresh.
